Martin J. Littlefield, being duly sworn, deposes and says: 

1. I am the Assistant United States Attorney assigned to 
oversee the prosecution of the above-captioned matter. 


I. GOVERNMENT'S STATEMENT REGARDING ITEMS BEING HELD AS 

EVIDENCE, ITEMS ALREADY RETURNED TO DEFENDANT OR ITEMS 
TO BE RETURNED TO DEFENDANT 


2. Attached hereto and marked Exhibit A is the Search 
Warrant and underlying Affidavit of Postal Inspector Ralph B. 
Haring; also attached and marked Exhibit B is the Return on the 
Search Warrant filed by Postal Inspector Ronald Snyder before 
Magistrate Maxwell on June 22, 1988. 

3. Also attached to this Affidavit and marked Exhibit C is 
the same information as contained in Exhibit B (the Return), 
however, I have further broken down the categories into the 
following: 

a) Description of Items Continuing to be Held as 
Evidence 

b) Description of Items Already Returned to Defendant 
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c) Description of Items Intended to Be Returned to 
Defendant. 

4. As to the items which the Government wishes to continue 
to hold as evidence, the Government submits the following 
information to the Court: 

I. BAR ROOM: (a) SONY television and video cassette recorder 

(VCR) — these items tend to prove that the defendant 
had the capacity to review not only the video 
cassette which is the subject of the Indictment but 
also all the other video cassettes which are being 
held as evidence. 

(b) 2 Video cassettes (Heageats #3 8/85 and Heageats 
XXX #1 8/85: These contain adult pornography, the 
reasons for the continuing hold are set out in the 
Memorandum of Law filed simultaneous with this 
Affidavit. 

(c) Various substances and drug paraphernalia — 
these items are per se contraband and were seized 
while in "plain view". The substances field-tested 
positive as being controlled substances (marijuana 
and cocaine). 

II. DINING ROOM: 

19 of the 20 video cassettes being held involve 
various homosexual and self-abuse activity of young 
men. The last video tape is the video tape which is 

the subject of this Indictment (Pissing Lolita).

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III. UPSTAIRS OFFICE - TYPIST TABLE: 

This typewriter has been identified as being used by 
the defendant to mail correspondence to the Far 
Eastern Trading Company (the undercover postal 
organization). 


IV. UPSTAIRS OFFICE - AREA B - CLOSET: 

The film projector is being held to show defendant's 
capacity to view the various films seized, as more 
fully set out below. 

V. UPSTAIRS OFFICE - AREA A - CLOSET E-Z: 

Film viewer - being held for the same reason as the 
film projector. 

VI. UPSTAIRS OFFICE - AREA C, E-Z FILE CABINET: 

Various manila folders and envelopes: The defendant 
was a member of a legitimate child care group called 
"Be a Friend" and "Brothers/Sisters". These file 
folders contain information on the various programs 
and on particular children who were "Friends" with 
the defendant. (In another area, various notes were 
recovered which show the defendant noting whether he 
had sex or viewed the sexual organs of some of the 


children from "Be a Friend".)

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VII. UPSTAIRS OFFICE - AREA E - DESK: 

(a) Nine of the ten folders being held contain 
various information and other correspondence dealing 
with various children and "Be a Friend" materials. 

The other folder is marked "NAMBLA" and contains 
information about the national group which promotes 
homosexual acts between men and boys. Also found in 
this folder is the actual catalog from Far Eastern 
Trading Company (undercover Postal organization) from 
which the defendant ordered the video which is the 
subject for the Indictment. Also included in this 
folder is a copy of the actual order which the 
defendant placed with the Far Eastern Trading 
Company. 

(b) The "Sex Orgy" Register contains handwritten 
notes about named male individuals, their age (14-23 
years) and the sexual activity in which they 
engaged. 

(c) Four audio cassette tapes (out of 14 originally 

seized): These tapes consist of telephone recordings 

of David Maday with other persons. During the course 
of these conversations, Maday is heard either 
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negotiating the price of obtaining children, 
acknowledging his sexual desires for children or his 
sexual proclivities in general toward children. 

VIII. UPSTAIRS OFFICE - AREA E - SHELF ON WALL; 

Nothing intended to be held as evidence. 

IX. UPSTAIRS OFFICE - AREA D-Z, BOTTOM OF GUN CABINET: 

This area is where most of the child pornography 
magazines, films, order blanks and notebooks were 
found, all of which related to children and/or young 
adults involved in sexual activity; included were 
some "homemade" pictures which can be correlated to 
the lists kept by the defendant about "friends" 
(Be-a-Friend Organization) which lists noted whether 
he had seen the sexual organs of and/or had sex with 
the children (all young males). Also of interest is 
a series of newspaper articles which the defendant 
had placed in a three-ring notebook (each page with 
plastic covers). Those newspaper articles either 
dealt with sexual child abuse, sex with children, 
prosecutions of various pedophiles, etc. 

X. GUEST BEDROOM: 

Nothing intended to be held as evidence. 

XI. MASTER BEDROOM AND WALK-IN CLOSET; 

Eleven magazines: All these magazines involve 
explicit sexual activity including child pornography. 
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hard-core adult pornography (including both 
homosexual and heterosexual activity). There is also 
a catalog of sexual paraphernalia and a cartoon book 
dealing with hard-core sexual activity. 

5. It is submitted to the Court that all of the items 
(except the drug-related items) being held as evidence provide 
direct or circumstantial evidence of the defendant's intentional 
involvement with the crime alleged in the Indictment. 

6. As the Court is aware, the Government must prove that the 
defendant used the mails to receive the prohibited sexual 
materials and that he did so knowingly . The defendant's 
possession of the child pornography would directly show the 
defendant's sexual preferences in regards to child pornography, 
while the adult pornography would circumstantially show such 
tendencies. Also, the defendant's involvement in a child welfare 
group like "Be a Friend" coupled with his notes about sexual 
involvement with some of his "Friends" (all children) also shows 
circumstantially the defendant's tendencies. The Government 
submits that this is evidence tending to show the defendant's 
knowing and intentional involvement in the alleged criminal 
activity. Also, under Rule 404(b) of the Federal Rules of 
Evidence, this evidence would be proof of the defendant's motive, 
opportunity, intent, preparation, plan, knowledge, identity and/or 
absence of mistake or accident. (See the Government's Memorandum 
of Law for a fuller argument and case citation.) 

7. Also, the same evidence referred to in the preceding 
paragraph would be needed by the Government to rebut any 
entrapment claim by the defendant. 
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8. As to any First Amendment rights of the defendant to 
possess adult pornography in his home, under Stanley v. Georgia , 
394 U.S. 557 (1969), the Government is prepared to return all of 
the adult pornography once the disposition of this Indictment is 
final. 

II. GOVERNMENT'S RESPONSE TO THE SPECIFIC ALLEGATIONS 
IN THE DEFENDANT'S MOTION TO SUPPRESS DATED 
APRIL 7, 1988 


9. This section of the Affidavit shall attempt to respond to 
some of the allegations contained in the Affidavit of attorney 
Mark J. Mahoney, which was filed contemporaneous with the Motion 
to Suppress, dated April 7, 1988. 

10. At the outset, it should be noted that all of the items 
that have been returned were video-tape recordings which upon 
review clearly did not contain any sexual activity. However, the 
review could not be done at the house of the defendant since there 
were approximately 37 video tapes seized, 16 8mm films seized and 
14 audio tape cassettes seized. Obviously, the review of these 
films, videos and audio tapes took considerable time. 

11. Also, all of the other items to be returned (including 
non-sexual photographs, correspondence, etc.) were originally 
seized since there appeared to be a direct correlation between 
this correspondence and other correspondence the defendant had 
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relative to sexual activity involved in the "Be a Friend" child 
welfare program. These various pieces of correspondence, 
photographs and notes were reviewed to determine whether there 
were any particular child victims which could be identified. 

12. The Government states affirmatively the following: 

a) The search was conducted pursuant to the Search 
Warrant of Magistrate Edmund F. Maxwell. 

b) The scope of the search was within the parameters of 
the Warrant authorized by Magistrate Maxwell. 

c) The Search Warrant was not overly broad. 

d) There was ample probable cause set out in the 
Affidavit of Postal Inspector Ralph B. Harding for 
the Magistrate to issue this Search Warrant. 

e) The investigators conducting the search were entitled 
to rely upon the Search Warrant issued by the 
Magistrate even if there were defects in the 


Warrant. 
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13. Specific responses to allegations in the Mahoney 
Affidavit: 

a) Mahoneyr 1(5 & 6 assert that Inspector Harding failed 
to provide a basis for his belief "that a wide 
variety of property would be located at the 
premises". The Government denies this allegation. 
Inspector Harding's Affidavit stated that the 
defendant engaged in correspondence with an under¬ 
cover Postal inspector in 1984 wherein the defendant 
indicated his interest in child pornography (Harding 
Affidavit 1|6); that in 1984, the United States 
Customs Service interdicted six separate interna¬ 
tional mailings which were addressed to Mr. Maday all 
of which contained either child pornography or adver¬ 
tising depicting child pornography (Harding Affidavit 
117); that in 1986-87, the defendant actually ordered 
the child pornography video which is the subject of 
the Indictment (Harding, 1(s 8-17 and 19). Further¬ 
more, Inspector Harding set out his training and 
experience relative to child pornography and relative 
to those persons who possess and trade in child 
pornography (Harding Affidavit, 1(1 and 1(18). As a 
result of that training and experience. Inspector 
Harding concludes at paragraph 18 of his Affidavit: 

. . . Child pornographers and pedophiles almost 

always maintain and possess their material 
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(pictures, films, video tapes, magazines, 
negatives, photographs, correspondence, mailing 
lists, books, tape recordings, etc.) in their 
homes or other nearby locations that is secure 
and concealed but immediately available and 
accessible to them. Furthermore, the collec¬ 
tion of child pornography and other sexually 
explicit material maintained by these 
individuals is permanent, and although they 
may trade certain items for the purpose of 
expanding their collections, they will never 
willingly dispose of the entire collection. 

This behavior has been documented by other 
Postal inspectors and by other law enforcement 
officers involved in the investigation of 
child pornography throughout this county. 

Based upon my training and personal experience 
in child pornography investigations and the 
letters and materials sent by David C. Maday, 
David C. Maday fits the profile of a child 
pornographer and a pedophile. 


It must be noted that the Mahoney Affidavit does not allege 
that Inspector Harding made any false statements nor does Mahoney 
even allege that Inspector Harding made any statements that were 
not founded in fact. Therefore, Harding's experiential 
conclusions were properly before the Magistrate as to what other 
materials and property might probably be found and subject to 
seizure. 


b) Mahoney, 1(7 asserts that the Search Warrant could not 
allow the search for "property which is not only 
unlawful to possess but which is beyond the reach of 
the Government power to search and seize, to wit: 
"other sexually explicit material". As will be 



argued in the Memorandum of Law submitted to the 


Court by the Government, the "other sexually explicit 
materials" were seized because they are "evidence of 
a crime" albeit circumstantial evidence. The seizure 
of these other sexually explicit materials relate to 
the defendant's sexual proclivities and thus go 
directly to the defendant's knowing possession of and 
participation in criminal activity and specifically 
his violation of 18 U.S.C. §2252. 
c) Mahoney, 1(13 essentially alleges that certain 

materials which were seized by Customs officials in 
1984 were not proper to place in the Affidavit of 
Inspector Harding. It will be argued in the 
Government's Memorandum that it is entirely proper to 
include such materials. As noted in Paragraph 7 of 
Inspector Harding's Affidavit, there were six 
seizures by the United States Customs of magazines or 
advertising depicting "children in sexually explicit 
poses". All of those seizures were addressed to the 
defendant at his home at 5 Brittany Lane in Buffalo, 
New York. The Magistrate would be entitled to 
conclude that the seizure of six such child 
pornography related materials within a single year is 
relevant information in the "totality of 
circumstances" for determining probable cause. 
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d) Mahoney, 1[ 16 & 17 incorrectly claim that Inspector 
Harding's Affidavit "failed to include as an exhibit 
the actual brochure manufactured by the Government 
and mailed to Mr. Maday and from which he [Maday] is 
alleged to have placed an order". Mahoney then 
alleges that this brochure contained a "bold printed 
warning" that the catalog does not include depictions 
of any persons under the age of 18. Quite to the 
contrary. Inspector Harding (Affidavit, 1[ 9) 
specifically refers to the catalog which is attached 
to his (Inspector Harding's) Affidavit as Exhibit 3. 
In that Exhibit 3, third page, is the very warning 
which the Mahoney Affidavit alleges was not included 
in the search warrant application of Inspector 
Harding. Furthermore, and more importantly, the 
Exhibit 3 sets out the various videos and magazines 
which the defendant ultimately ordered: 

TITLE MEDIA DESCRIPTION IN CATALOG 

Pissing Lolita Video This is an absolute sensation! A 

film which shows you the ultimate 
pleasure children and adults have 
in the act of pissing over each 
other. They try mostly to hit 
the little cunts. Look at the 
two Lolita's [sic] of 9 and 10 
enjoying it. and see these girls 
pissing! 


Lover Boys #6 Video 


Young boy action, featuring boy 
on boy.

DESCRIPTION IN CATALOG 


Torid Tots #1 Magazine 


Very young girls in all poses. 
Hard to get material. Sucking 
and fucking.

e) Mahoney, 1[1[18 & 19 make allegations that the 
Government's "entrapment scheme" was not fully made 
known to the Magistrate. As discussed in the 
preceding paragraph, the Government categorically 
denies this. However, the entrapment claim of the 
defendant may be fully argued by the defendant to a 
jury. 

f) Mahoney, 1| 22 alleges that there was no factual basis 
to conclude that the video tape of "Pissing Lolita" 
was actually taken to the defendant's residence — 
which was the subject of the search. However, 
Inspector Harding categorically stated that the 
defendant picked up the video at the Post Office, put 
it in his car, drove to his residence and entered his 
residence "with a black zipper bag" (Harding 
Affidavit 1(19). It is submitted that since this all 
occurred in a period between 3:24 p.m. and 3:35 
p.m., that there was probable cause to believe that 
Mr. Maday, in fact, brought this video tape into his 


home at that time. 
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g) Mahoney^ 1[1[23-27 essentially allege that the 
Government failed to allege the exact contents of 
other materials to be seized and failed to set any 
basis to show that those other items had been mailed, 
transported or shipped in interstate commerce. Once 
again, the Harding Affidavit read in its totality, 
shows that the defendant had, in fact, engaged in 
mailings to obtain and/or to correspond about 
children and sexual activity. Furthermore, as noted 
earlier, the other materials involving both child and 
adult pornography were to be seized to show 
defendant's scienter. 

h) Mahoney, 1M[28-29 state that the Warrant fails to 
particularly describe that which is to be seized and 
that certain materials were "presumptively 
protected". As will be argued in the Government's 
Memorandum of Law, child pornography is not 
"presumptively protected" although adult pornography 
is. Nonetheless, Inspector Harding's Affidavit 
established that there was probable cause to believe 
the defendant was in possession of child pornography 
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in particular and flowing from that fact is that the 
defendant would possess sexually explicit material in 
general. While the defendant might have a right to 
possess adult pornography in his home under Stanley 
V. Georgia , 394 U.S. 557 (1969), such right does not 
prohibit the Government from seizing such adult 
pornography in order to allow the Government to 
sustain its burden to prove defendant's scienter. 

The Government does not contend that the defendant 
might not have a right to have the adult pornography 
returned to him once the indictment and trial process 
is concluded. 

i) Mahoney, 1[1|30-32 allege that the Warrant was overly 
broad. As noted earlier, the Government was not only 
looking for evidence of defendant's actual mailings 
or dealings in interstate commerce of child 
pornography, but the Government was also looking for 
other "evidence, fruits or instrumentalities" — 
direct or circumstantial — which would tend to show 
defendant's scienter in committing that crime. That 
scienter would thereby logically include "other 
sexually explicit materials" (books, magazines, 
films, etc.), envelopes, correspondence, address 
books, mailing lists, advertising brochures and those 
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items used to view videos and films (photographic 
equipment). While there might well be First 
Amendment protection prohibiting independent 
prosecution for some of those items, the Government 
is still entitled to obtain and use them as evidence 
of the defendant's intent (scienter). 

j) Mahoney, 1[1[33-34 & H38 allege that the law 
enforcement officials were required to stop their 
search once the specific video tape which is the 
subject of the Indictment was located by 
investigators. This conclusion of Mr. Mahoney has 
no basis since the Search Warrant authorized a search 
that went beyond the single video tape involved in 
this Indictment. 

k) Mahoney, 1[35 makes allegations relative to some 
seemingly innocent items which were seized. However, 
the television and video cassette recorder are 
clearly items which could be used to view the video 
cassette which is the subject of this Indictment and 
other video cassettes which the defendant possessed. 
Furthermore, the other video tapes with seemingly 
innocent titles ("National Geographic: History of 
Space", etc.) were seized in order to allow for a 
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careful review as to whether they contained child 
porn or sexually explicit material. Once reviewed 
and once determined to be nonpornographic, all such 
video tapes were returned to the defendant. 

h) Mahoney, 1(40 correctly alleges that Postal inspectors 
photographed and video taped the search. These will 
be made available to the Court, if the Court deems it 
necessary. 

14. It is respectfully submitted to the Court that there was 
ample probable cause for the Search Warrant which the Magistrate 
authorized; that the investigators executed the search entirely 
within the borders of that Search Warrant; and that the 
investigators reasonably relied upon that Search Warrant during 
its execution, even if the Court now finds that parts of that 
Search Warrant were defective. 

15. It is submitted that the Court's determination as to the 
validity of the Warrant (whether in whole or in part) must be 
determined on the four corners of the document which was before 
the Magistrate and that such review by this Court must give great 
deference to the findings of the Magistrate (see Memorandum of Law 
submitted by the Government). 
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le. The Government acknowledges that the Court may conduct a 
hearing as to the execution of the Warrant and whether the 
investigators went outside the scope of that Warrant. 

17. Finally, any portions of the Search Warrant which are 
found defective and items seized based thereon should not be 
suppressed since the investigators reasonably relied upon the 
Search Warrant under the dictates of U.S. v. Leon , 468 U.S. 897 
(1984), as argued more fully in the Government's Memorandum of 
Law. 


WHEREFORE, it is respectfully requested that the Court deny 
the suppression of the evidence seized^ (the Government from the 
defendant's residence.

RALPH B. HARDING, United States Postal Inspector, United States Postal 
Inspection Service, being duly sworn, deposes and states: 


1) Affiant has been a U.S. Postal Inspector for the past 17 years and 
is presently assigned to the Buffalo, NY Division of the U.S. Postal 
Inspection Service. As part of my duties as a Fraud Specialist of the 
Fraud & Prohibited Mailings Section of the Division, I am responsible for 
the investigations of the illegal use of the U.S. Mails for prohibited 
purposes, including the mailing of material involving sexual exploitation 
of children. As a result of the aforementioned duties, your deponent has 
had the occasion to become directly involved in investigations relating 
to the sexual exploitation of children, to observe and review extensive 
examples of child pornography in film, inquiries, photographs and other 
print media. Your deponent also has had the occasion to discuss and 
review these materials with pediatricians, and has received instruction 
wherein the subject of classifying or identifying the age of photographic 
models or actions in pornographic materials has been presented. This 
affidavit is made in support of an application for a search warrant to 
search the residence of DAVID C. MADAY. 


2) Affiant believes that presently located on or within these premises 
are evidence, fruits, and instrumentalities of violations of 18 
U.S.C. §2252(a)(l) and §2252(a)(2), including in particular various 
books, magazines, photographs, films, and video tapes depicting minors 
engaged in sexually explicit conduct (hereinafter "child pornography") as 
those terms are defined in 18 U.S.C. §2256 whether produced in the United 


States or abroad; magazines and films depicting child pornography and 
other sexually explicit materials, envelopes, letters, and other 
correspondence constituting orders to buy or offers to sell or trade such 
child pornography and other sexually explicit materials, documents and 
records of any kind reflecting the making of receipt, or acknowledgement, 
shipping, billing or payments of orders to purchase or offers to sell 
child pornography and other sexually explicit materials, address books, 
mailing lists, supplier lists, mailing address labels, advertising 
brochures or materials, films, photocopiers, projectors, typewriters, and 
all documents or records pertaining to the preparation, purchase or 
acquisition of customer names or lists, used in connection with the 
purchase or sale of child pornography and other sexually explicit 
materials; records of purchase of still, motion picture and video 
pornography equipment, film or developing services, and all other records 
relating to the producing, sale, or purchase of child pornography and 
other sexually explicit materials; all photographic equipment used in the 
taking, processing, development or duplication of films. 


3) Affiant's belief is based upon the following paragraphs, 3(a) 

through 19; 

(a) Title 18, United States Code, §2252(a)(l) prohibits mailing any 
visual depiction if the producing of such visual depiction 
involves the use of a minor engaging in sexually explicit 
conduct, and such visual depiction is of such conduct; 

vb) Title 18, United States Code, §2252(a)(2) prohibits the knowing 
receipt of any visual depiction through the mails if the 

producing of such visual depiction involves the use of a minor 

engaging in sexually explicit conduct, and such visual 

depiction is of such conduct; 

(c) Title 18, United States Code, §2256 defines, for the purposes 
of §2252, the term: 
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(1) "Minor" means any person under the age of 18 years; 

(2) "Sexually Explicit Conduct" means actual or simulated: 
(A) Sexual intercourse, including genital-genital, 

oral-genital, anal-genital, oral-anal, whether 
between persons of the same or opposite sex; 

(C) Masturbation; or 

(E) Lascivious exhibition of the genitals or pubic area 
of any person. 

(3) "Producing" means producing directing, manufacturing, 
issuing, publishing or advertising. 

4) The U.S. Postal Inspection Service, since June of 1984, has been 
engaged in several ongoing undercover programs in an attempt to isolate 
and identify active pedophiles throughout the United States. These 
programs include the use of underground identities. Based on these 
programs, certain individuals are identified as possible child 
pornography suspects. During the course of this investigation into the 
activities of DAVID C. MADAY, an underground publication was utilized 
which is described as follows: 

Far Eastern Trading Co., Ltd, of Hong Kong (hereinafter referred to 
as "Far East") - This particular undercover program was developed as 
an undercover mail order company which deals in the sale and 
purchase of child pornography. The company is supposedly located in 
Hong Kong, China with a branch office located at P.O. Box 3071, 
Frederiksted, St. Croix, Virgin Islands 00840. This particular P.O. 
Box is, in actuality, under the control of U.S. Postal Inspector 
Raymond Mack of the Newark Division of the U.S. Postal Inspection 
Service. During early 1986, Inspector R. Mack directed the mailing 
of a letter to child pornography suspects located within the 
Continental United States. This letter, drawn on a "Far East" 
letterhead was enclosed in an envelope with cancelled Hong Kong, 
China postage affixed. A copy of this letter is listed as Exhibit 
1. The letter advised the recipient the extensive coverage given by 
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the American media to the subject of pornography is hysterical 
nonsense. It further advised the reader the U.S. Customs Service is 
engaged in an exercise in international censorship by directing 
their agents to find "child pornography" and seize the "product". 
The letter advises the recipient the company has devised a system of 
offering "youthful material", from well known publishers, without 
having the "prying eyes of U.S. Customs" seizing their mail. The 
letter advises the recipient if they would like further information 
to complete a "coupon" which requires the recipient's name and 
address. It further requires the recipient to sign a disclaimer 
form which indicates the recipient is 21 years of age and is not 
acting as a law enforcement officer or agent of the U.S. Government. 

5) During the course of this investigation. Inspector Raymond C. Smith, 
currently assigned to the Washington, D.C. Division of the U.S. Postal 
Inspection Service, assumed an undercover identity (hereinafter referred 
to as "Inspector Smith's test name"), to correspond with David C. Maday, 
5 Brittany Lane, Buffalo, NY 14222. (The undercover identity is not 
disclosed at this time, due to other criminal investigations still 
ongoing.) 


6) Independent from Far East correspondence, on or about August 30, 
1984, Inspector R.C. Smith wrote a letter to David Maday utilizing an 
undercover test name. The letter was placed in an envelope addressed to 
David Maday, 5 Brittany Lane, Buffalo, NY 14222 and placed in the U.S. 
mails on September 6, 1984. Inspector Smith indicated in his letter "I'm 
just getting into photography, in particular the 'Back to Nature' look 
and prefer innocent types for my subject matter. I enjoy collecting 
materails (VMS tapes, 8mm films, photos and mags) depicting these 
beauties during various stages of 'Development'". Further, Inspector 
Smith inquires of Mr. Maday, if Mr. Maday has similar interests. On or 
about September 25, 1984, Mr. Maday responds (return address being 5 
Brittany Lane, Buffalo, NY 14222 and addressed to Inspector R.C. Smith's 
test name) to Inspector R.C. Smith's letter and states "The possibility 
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does exist that we may share the same experiences in common". On or 
about February 1,1985, Inspector Smith and on or about December 15, 1986, 
the affiant had placed in the U.S. mails, letter responses to Mr. Maday's 
letter of September 25, 1984. Mr. Maday has not yet responded to the 
February 1, 1985 and December 15, 1986 letters of Inspector Smith and the 
affiant. 


7) Investigation of the activities of David C. Maday disclosed the 
following information: 

(A) On or about February 21, 1984, Mr. Maday was notified by U.S. 
Customs of a seizure of illustrated advertising depicting child 
pornography entitled "Film Video Index", which contains photos 
of children in sexually explicit poses. This advertising was 
addressed to David Maday, 5 Brittany Lane, Buffalo, NY 14222. 
This advertising was mailed from a country of foreign origin 
and was seized by U.S. Customs upon entry into the United 
States under Customs seizure #01410/026 on 2/21/84. 

(B) On or about March 5, 1984, Mr. Maday was notified by U.S. 
Customs of a seizure of a child pornography magazine entitled 
"Kuddels Frunde #1", which contains photos of children in 
sexually explicit poses. This magazine was addressed to Dave 
Maday, 5 Brittany Lane, Buffalo, NY 14222. This magazines was 
mailed from a country of foreign origin and was seized by U.S. 
Customs upon entry into the United States under Customs seizure 
#01533/004 on 3/5/84. 

(C) On or about April 2, 1984, Mr. Maday was notified by U.S. 
Customs of a seizure of a child pornography magazine entitled 
"Joyboy #30", which contains photos of children in sexually 
explicit poses. This magazine was addressed to Dave Maday, 5 
Brittany Lane, Buffalo, NY 14222. This magazine was mailed 
from a country of foreign origin and was seized by U.S. Customs 
upon entry into the United States under Customs seizure 
#01807/035 on 4/2/84. 
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(D) On or about April 2, 1984, Mr. Maday was notified by U.S. 

Customs of a seizure of two child pornography magazines 

entitled "Kuddles Freunde" and "Superboy #31", which contains 
photos of children in sexually explicit poses. The magazines 
were addressed to Mr. Dave Maday, 5 Brittany Lane, Buffalo, NY 
14222. The magazines were mailed from a country of foreign 
origin and were seized by U.S. Customs upon entry into the 

United States under Customs seizure #01807/039 on 4/2/84. 

(E) On or about August 6, 1984, Mr. Maday was notified by U.S. 

Customs of a seizure of illustrated advertizing depicting child 
pornography which contains photos of children in sexually 
explicit poses. This advertising was addressed to Mr. Dave 
Maday, 5 Brittany Lane, Buffalo, NY 14222. This advertising 
was mailed from a country of foreign origin and was seized by 
U.S. Customs upon entry into the United States under Customs 
seizure #03271/007 on 8/6/84. 

(F) On or about December 24, 1984, Mr. Maday was notified by U.S. 
Customs of a seizure of illustrated advertising depicting child 
pornography. This advertising was addressed to Dave Maday, 5 
Brittany Lane, Buffalo, NY 14222. This advertising was mailed 
from a country of foreign origin and was seized by U.S. Customs 
upon entry into the United States under Customs seizure 
#00915/019 on 12/24/84. 

8) Reference is made to paragraph 4 of this affidavit which relates to 
the "Far East" undercover operation. Specific reference is made to the 
"disclaimer" form which must be returned by the recipient of the letter. 
Sometime after May 28, 1986, Postal Inspector Ray Mack, Newark, NJ, 
received a disclaimer signed by David Maday, dated May 28, 1986. This 
disclaimer was received by U.S. mail in an envelope which bore the return 
address of "Mr. David C. Maday, 5 Brittany Lane, Buffalo, NY 14222. A 
copy of Mr. Maday's disclaimer is listed as Exhibit 2. 
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9) On or about December 18, 1986, a mailing was made by "Far East" to 
Mr. David Maday, 5 Brittany Lane, Buffalo, NY 14222. This letter 
(Exhibit 3) was printed and enclosed in a envelope with cancelled U.S. 
postage affixed. The cancellation mark indicated the letter had been 
mailed in the Virgin Islands. This letter advised the recipient he may 
sell the Far Eastern Company any photos, video tapes or stories related 
to child pornography. The letter also contained a brochure which listed 
child pornography items which were offered for sale by Far Eastern 
Trading Co., Ltd. On or about January 12, 1987, Postal Inspector Ray 
Mack, Newark, NJ received a letter addressed to "Far Eastern Trading 
Ltd., Post Office Box 3071, Frederiksted, St. Croix, U.S. Virgin Islands 
00840 which contained an order from David Maday for two video cassettes 
and two magazines depicting child pornography. The order was received in 
an envelope which bore the return address "David Maday, 5 Brittany Lane, 
Buffalo, NY 14222. A copy of Mr. Maday's order is listed as Exhibit 4. 

10) On or about April 14, 1987, a mailing was made by "Far East" to Mr. 
David Maday, 5 Brittany Lane, Buffalo, NY 14222. This letter was printed 
and enclosed in an envelope with cancelled U.S. postage affixed. The 
cancellation mark indicated the letter had been mailed in the Virgin 
Islands. This letter advises the recipient it is in response to the 
delays and inquiries relating to the lack of filling orders in a timely 
manner. Further, the letter advised the recipient he will be receiving a 
new catalog offering "some of our old and new merchandise". An 
explanation is offered that the new catalog has resulted based on 
circumstances beyond the company's control. A copy of the letter is 
listed as Exhibit 5. 


11) On May 12, 1987, Mr. J.E. Guido, Letter Carrier, Route 2204 was 
interviewed by Postal Inspector E.B. Zambarda, Jr. at the Westside 
Station of the Buffalo, NY Post Office. Mr. Guido stated Mr. David 
Maday receives mail at 5 Brittany Lane, Buffalo, NY 14222. 
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12) On May 12, 1987, Inspector E.B. Zambarda, Jr. observed 5 Brittany 
Lane, Buffalo, NY 14222, the address at which Mr. Maday is receiving his 
mail, and which also is described to be the residence of Mr. Maday. 

Inspector Zambarda described the residence as follows; 

5 Brittany Lane, Buffalo, NY 14222 is a three floor residential 
white brick and frame structure on the east side of the Lane. 
The ground floor contains an exterior door, as well as a garage 
door entrance. Both doors contain the numeral "5" and name 
plates. The entrance door name plate reads "David C. Maday" and the 
garage door name plate reads "Dave Maday". Brittany Lane is a 
dead-end, that runs in a south to north direction and is 

perpendicular to West Ferry Street. Brittany Lane is bounded by 

Cleveland Avenue on its north. West Ferry Street on its south, 

Delaware Avenue on its east and Elmwood Avenue on its v/est. 


13) Surveillance of 5 Brittany Lane, Buffalo, NY 14222 by Postal 
Inspector E.B. Zambarda, Jr. has revealed the following: 

On May 26, 1987 at 7:44 AM and on May 29, 1987 at 8:16 AM, a white 
male, 40 to 45 years of age, with his weight being over 200 lbs., 
exited the residence and entered a late model, maroon, 4-door 
Chevrolet bearing New York State License Plate IWS 391. The vehicle 
was then driven to Joseph Malecki, Inc., 2320 Clinton Avenue, 
Cheektowaga, NY. Polks-Buffalo-City Directory 1986 shows David C. 
Maday to be an employee of Joseph Malecki, Inc. 

A drivers license check with the New York State Department of Motor 
Vehicles determined that David C. Maday resides at 5 Brittany Lane, 
Buffalo, NY 14221, and has a date of birth of June 30, 1947 and has 
a current height of 6 feet 3 inches. A check of New York State 
License Plate IWS 391 disclosed that the automobile driven by Maday 
is a leased vehicle. 
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14) All video tapes and magazines described in the catalog and offered 
for sale by Far Eastern Trading have been reviewed by a pediatrician in 
the Washington, DC area. According to the pediatrician, whose expertise 
is in adolescent development, the children depicted in the visual 
depictions are under the age of 18 years. 


15) All items offered by Far Eastern Trading have been reproduced by the 
Inspection Service under controlled situations from items seized or 
purchased during Inspection Service investigations. 


16) On June 10, 1987, a postcard mailing was made by "Far East" to Mr. 
David Maday, 5 Brittany Lane, Buffalo, NY 14222. This postcard advised 
Mr. Maday that his order has been received (See Paragraphs 9 and 17) and 
will be partially filled and mailed by 6/11/87. The order will be sent 
Special Delivery/COD. The order being shipped is for Video Cassette - 
KV-330. The cost is $105.95 (includes postage and handling). A copy of 
the postcard is listed as Exhibit #6. 


17) In response to the order submitted by David Maday (See Paragraph 9) 
for a video cassette entitled "Pissing Lolita KV-330" which is more 
specifically described in Exhibit #3. This item has been prepared for 
delivery to D.C. Maday, 5 Brittany Lane, Buffalo, NY 14222. This item has 
been initialed for evidentiary purposes. On June 16, 1987, this video 
cassette was placed in a 10i"xl6" mailing envelope with $5.00 of U.S. 
Postage affixed and cancelled with a Virgin Islands Postmark. The 

mailing envelope was addressed to D.C. Maday, 5 Brittany Lane, Buffalo, 
NY 14222. On June 16, 1987, the above described mailing was sealed 
which contained the video cassette which contains photographs of 
children in sexually explicit poses and has been shown to the Court in 
Camera with the presentation of this affidavit. 
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18) Your deponent has received training and instructions from experts in 
the field of investigation of child pornography and pedophiles. These 
experts, psychologists and other law enforcement officials have found 
that through research, investigation and experiences, that child 
pornographers and pedophiles almost always maintain and possess their 
material (pictures, films, video tapes, magazines, negatives, 
photographs, correspondence, mailing lists, books, taped recordings, 
etc.) in their homes or other nearby locations that is secure and 
concealed but immediately available and accessible to them. Furthermore, 
the collection of child pornography and other sexually explicit material 
maintained by these individuals is permanent, and although they may trade 
certain items for the purpose of expanding their collections, they will 
never willingly dispose of the entire collection. This behavior has been 
documented by other Postal Inspectors and by other law enforcement 
officers involved in the investigation of child pornography throughout 
this country. Based upon my training and personal experience in child 
pornography investigations and the letters and materials sent by David 
C. Maday, David C. Maday fits the profile of a child pornographer and a 
pedophile. 


19) On June 16 and 17, 1987, a delivery of the item described in 
paragraph 17 of this affidavit was attempted. The item could not be 
delivered as no one was present at the address known as 5 Brittany Lane, 
Buffalo, NY 14222. The delivery of the C.O.D. parcel, as described in 
paragraph 15 of this affidavit, requires personal delivery of the article 
and immediate payment for the article. Based on the aforementioned 
circumstances, a PS Form 3849A was placed into the mailing door slot of 
5 Brittany Lane, Buffalo, NY 14222 which is the authorized mail 
receptacle for this address. This notice advised David C. Maday of the 
delivery attempt made and advised him the parcel could be picked up at 
the West Side Station Post Office located at 465 Grant St., Buffalo, MY 
14213 during normal business hours. On June 18, 1987, at approximately 
3:24 PM, David C. Maday entered the West Side Station Post Office and 
purchased the C.O.D. parcel as described in paragraphs 16 and 17 of this 
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affidavit. Mr. Maday exited the West Side Post Office at approximately 
3:30 PM, placed the parcel in the car he was driving and proceeded to 
his residence, 5 Brittany Lane, Buffalo, NY 14222. Mr. Maday arrived at 
his residence at approximately 3:35 PM and was observed entering his 
residence with a black zipper bag. Mr. Maday remained at his residence 
until approximately 4:00 PM at which time he returned to his car and 
drove to his place of employment, arriving there at 4:15 PM. 

20) Based upon our preliminary investigation and the circumstances as 
stated in this affidavit it is requested a search warrant be issued for 
the residence known as 5 Brittany Lane, Buffalo, NY.

Dear Friends, 


This letter is in response to complaints and inquiries that our company has 
received about our lack of filling orders requested by you, our valued 
customers. I will give you a short synopsis for what occurred to our 
merchandise. 

Far Eastern entered into a contract with a steam ship company to carry a 
container aboard one of their vessels leaving Hong Kong in January and 
arriving at our Caribbean address in mid-February. The ship was to travel 
through the Panama Canal and it's first stop was to be the Virgin Islands. 
On February 15, 1987, we were advised that the vessel had deviated from it's 
original travel route and had stopped in Valparaiso, Chile. The Chilean 
authorities inspected the cargo and seized our container. We have contacted 
a Chilean solicitor who advised us that we can probably have our container 
released after we litigate the matter in their courts. He advised that the 
process will be slow and could take over a year. Since we have to negotiate 
with a fascist regime, we feel that his estimate is probably very 
optimistic. 

Please, do not be concerned about your names or addresses being disclosed 
since no shipping documents or mailing labels were in the container.
